Use it for any signals between 430 and 
1450 MHz, such as standard UHF TV 
signals (channels 14-69), UHF scan- 
ner signals, or C-band satellite signals 
from LNBs or block downconverters. 

Note: We recommend you seal all 
connections using coaxial sealant 
tape.

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INSTALLATION 



One Antenna to One Receiver 
System 

Follow the above example to connect 
the amplifier to a UHF TV antenna and 
one TV or an external antenna and a 
UHF scanner. For scanner connec- 
tions, use a female F-to-male BNC 
adapter (Cat. No. 278-251) between 
the power Injector and the scanner. Do 
not use this amplifier with combination 
UHF/VHF/FM antennas or VHF only 
antennas. 

Caution: Do not reverse the power In- 
jector module’s TO TV and TO AMPLIFI- 
ER connections. If you do, your TV or 
scanner might be damaged. 

Notes: 

• The DC block must be attached 
between the end of the amplifier 
labeled TO ANT and a 300-to-75 


ohm transformer (Cat. No. 15- 
1 1 40) connected to the antenna. 

• Do not reverse the amplifier's TO 
ANT and TO POWER INJECTOR 
connections. If you do, the ampli- 
fier will not receive operating 
power. 

• If your TV has UHF screw termi- 
nals, Install a transformer (Cat. 
No. 15-1140) between the TV ter- 
minals and the power Injector 
module’s coaxial cable. 

• The In-Line Amplifier is designed 
for use with standard F-type con- 
nectors. Some antenna systems 
or scanners might require addi- 
tional adapters or special cable. 
For example, many UHF scanners 
are used with antennas that termi- 
nate in a PL-259, Motorola, or 
BNC plug. Consult your local 
RadioShack store for assistance. 
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One Antenna to Two Receiver 
Systems 

If you are using one TV-UHF antenna 
with two TV sets, install a 75-ohm 2- 
way splitter (Cat. No. 15-1141) with 
two coaxial cables between the power 
injector module and the 300-to-75 ohm 
transformers (connected to the TVs). 

Satellite TV Systems (HSTV) 

The In-Line Amplifier will restore signal 
loss caused by coaxial cable lines that 
are split to feed four or more receivers, 
or by a cable run from the satellite dish 
that exceeds 350 feet. 

The amplifier will not compensate for a 
dish that is too small for the location, 
an inadequate LNB or receiver, or mis- 
alignment or poor tracking of the dish. 

When using the In-Line Amplifier with 
a satellite TV system, do not install the 
DC block or power injector module. 
The amplifier is powered by the same 


source as the LNB or a block down- 
converter, so connect the side of the 
amplifier labeled TO ANT directly to the 
line from the satellite dish, and the side 
of the amplifier labeled TO POWER IN- 
JECTOR directly to the TV. 

The best location for the In-Line Ampli- 
fier depends on the length of cable 
connected to the dish.

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TROUBLESHOOTING 

If the TV or UHF receiver does not op- 
erate correctly after installation of the 
In-Line Amplifier: 

• Immediately unplug the power 
injector 

• Check all connections and com- 
pare them with the appropriate 
installation diagram in this manual. 

If no problems are found in the con- 
nections, plug in the power injector 
and try the TV or radio once more. If 
possible, substitute another TV or an- 
other antenna to see if you can identify 
the problem. 

If these suggestions do not improve 
operation, contact your local Ra-di- 
oShack store for assistance.
